On Saturday, February 2, 2013, at 6:48 PM, a Third District unit was dispatched to^H Fuller St N.W.,H, Washington, 
D C. to investigate the report of an unconscious person. Upon their arrival, officers saw an individual later identified as 
Howard Venable, hereinafter referred to as the decedent, lying face down in a pool of blood on the floor of apartment in 
the bedroom doorway. DCFEMS responded to the scene and confirmed the decedent had no signs of life. An examination 
of the body revealed the decedent, a 68-year old male, was suffering from puncture wounds lo the torso. 

On February 3, 201 3 t Detective Jonathan Shell attended the decedent's autopsy. Dr. Lois Goslinoski of the Office of the 
Chief Medical Examiner examined the decedent and found multiple slashing wounds to the neck f minor cuts to both hands 
consistent with defensive wounds, and two stab wounds to the upper torso. One of the two stab wounds to the tors^stnick 
the aorta. Dr. Goslinosky found that the cause of death to be sharp force wounds to the neck and torso, and the manner of 
death to be homicide. 

A detective from the Metropolitan Police Department interviewed W-1 , who reported that the decedent resided with a male 
roommate. A District of Columbia Superior Court Search Warrant was obtained and executed on February 2, 2013, at Wtt 
Fuller St. N.\N,,WtM. Among the items recovered was mail matter addressed to David Wilson. There were no signs of a 
struggle in the apartment, and all of the apartment windows and the apartment door were locked upon discovery of the 
decedent's body. 

W-2 was also Interviewed by MPD homicide detectives and reported that the decedent lived with a person named David 
Wilson. W-2 was shown a nine-person photo array of the defendant, David Wilson (PDID 582-257, DOB 8/5/1991 } ( and 
positively identified him as the decedent's roommate. 

MPD detectives also learned that money was withdrawn from the decedent's Bank of America checking account on 
February 1. 2013 at a BP Gas Station located at 6701 Wafker Mill Road, Capitol Heights, MD, The transactions and fees 
totaled $61 3.50. The times of the transactions were 1 :24 AM, 2:50 AM, 2:51 AM, and 2:52 AM, The first transaction was 
declined. 

MPD detectives viewed surveillance video from February 1. 2013 from the BP Gas Station located at 6701 Walker Mill 
Road, Capitol Heights, MD, and saw the defendant enter the convenience store and walk to an ATM in the store at 1 :24 
AM. The defendant swipes a card and uses the keypad. The defendant then walks away without obtaining money. A few 
minutes later, a female enters the store and interacts with the defendant. The defendant then uses the ATM with a different 
card.

About 90 minutes later, a black male is seen entering the convenience store wearing a grey-colored hoody sweatshirt and 
distinctive white shoes with a strap across the shoe. The shoes appear to be identical to the shoes the defendant was 
wearing at 1 :24 AM. Trie subject is seen walking with his head down directly to the ATM, The subject makes three 
withdrawals, placing the currency and receipts in his pocket. The time stamps on those withdrawals are 2:50 A M., 2:51 
AM, and 2:52 A M. The subject exits the store and then returns with the hoody pulled down with his face visible, revealing 
that the subject was the defendant. 

MPD detectives responded to^BAddison Road, District Heights, MD, on February 3, 2013, and found the defendant 
inside the residence. The defendant was advised that MPD was investigating a case and needed to speak with him. The 
defendant agreed to speak with detectives and accompany them to the District of Columbia. 

The defendant was interviewed by MPD homicide detectives at 101 M St S.W, During the course of the inte^rview, the 
defendant provided numerous inconsistent ac counts of his involvement in the decedent's murder. First, the defendant said 
he had not been back toH Fuller St. N<W.JHHL since January 10, 2013, The defendant then said he had been over to 
the decedent's apartment on Thursday, January 31 . 2013. before the defendant went to work. According to the defendant, 
he returned to the apartment around 2:00 A.M. after he left work. The defendant said he saw the decedent s apartment 
door open, entered the apartment, and saw the decedent dead in the hallway lying partially in the bedroom. This was an 
accurate description of how the decedent was found and had not been made public. The defendant denied taking the 
decedent's bank card or knowing the PIN for the bank card. The defendant later said he when he saw the decadent he 
panicked and grabbed the decedent's bank card off of a table in the apartment. 

In another version, the defendant said that he left the apartment and met up with a person named "Stacks; who told him 
on February 1 , 2013, that he was going to make a move (commit a robbery) The defendant said he found the decedent 
around 12 00 A M., and that Stacks called him and asked him to meet him in Maryland, About two hours later, the 
defendant said Stacks gave him one of the decedent's bank cards and the PIN number and directed the defendant to 
withdraw a total of $600, The defendant said the first transaction was declined, but said he used the cards three more 
times at a BP gas station near his home. The defendant told detectives that he kept $200 for himself and gave $400 to 
Stacks. The defendant identified himself in a still photo from surveillance video from the BP convenience store and 
admitted to throwing away the white shoes he was wearing in the video. 

The defendant later said that several other people entered tbe apartment and attacked the decedent. The defendant said 
he heard the decedent yelling and screaming, and that he thought the decedent was being stabbed in the bedroom. The 
defendant claimed that when the assailants left, he tried to apprehend them but was unable to catch up with them. The 
defendant then removed the decedent's bank card and fled. Detectives had not told the defendant that the decedent had 
been stabbed and that information had not been made public.
